POMONA CHARITIES 


Miss Redding, Sister City Su­ 
perintendent, Spoke Be- 
| 


fore Local Board 


A meeting of the Associated Chari­ 
ties was held 
last 
evening at the 
home of Dr. W affle to listen to a talk 
hy Miss Lula Redding, 
the 
superin-! 
tendent of the Associated Charities of 
Pomona. 
Miss Redding is a lady of 
very pleasing personality, a trained 
social worker, and enthusiastic in her 
work. 
She received her training a t 1 
the Chicago School of Philanthropy! 
and for several years prior to coining 
to Pomona was in charge of the As-1 
sociated Charities at Frankfort, Ky. 
Pomona is a city of about the size 
ot Santa Ana 
and 
the Associated 
Charities at that place was started in 
January of the present 
year, 
with 
Miss Redding as superintendent. Miss 
Redding in a very 
interesting 
way j 
told how the organization was formed 
and explained the methods and lines 
of work. 
A board of twenty-four di­ 
rectors was appointed 
by 
the city 
council. 
This board was made up of 
representatives ot the various chari­ 
table 
and 
relief-giving 
agencies, 
churches, lodges and social bodies of 
Pomona. 
In this way 
a 
genuine co­ 
operation was secured through 
th e ; 
Associated Charities as a central or­ 
ganization. 
A house-to-house canvass 
was made to secure 
the 
necessaryi 
funds. 
Fifteen hundred dollars was! 
raised in this way, and in addition to 
this 
the 
city 
council appropriates! 
monthly the sum 
of 
fifty dollars in! 
support of the work. 


Miss Redding described the various 
branches of her work 
and 
general 
methods of procedure in taking care 
of cases of need. 
An important activ-| 
ity is a free employment agency. 
The 
first aim is to ascertain by careful in­ 
vestigation just what 
the 
applicant 
needs, and accurate and complete rec­ 
ords are kept in the office of every 
case. 
The ultim ate aim of all char­ 
itable endeavor is to put the person 
or fam ily back into normal self-sup­ 
port, where this 
is 
possible. 
In the 
meantime, emergency relief is given 
to tide them over until they are re­ 
stored 
to seJf-supporting 
independ­ 
ence. 
The work of Associated Char­ 
ity is to give "first aid,” then to find 
out what the cause of the trouble is, 
and then by 
an 
intelligent under­ 
standing of the case, to put the appli­ 
cant back on his feet. 


Miss Redding emphasized co-opera­ 
tion on the part of all agencies in the 
city as absolutely essential to the suc­ 
cessful handling of charitable relief. 
It is not the purpose 
of 
the Associ­ 
ated Charities to displace these other 
agencies, but to act as an intermed­ 
iary and elearng house of information 
and united action. 


The directors 
of 
the 
Associated! 
Charities, and the representatives of 
other organizations who were invited 
to he present last evening, were great­ 
ly delighted with Miss Redding’s in-' 
teresting talk, and at the close a ris-1 
ing vote of thanks was extended to' 
her for the very illum inating discus­
